What they propose is this: 
-To preserve the basic idea of 


the Electoral College, but, instead 
of giving Me party which carries 
a particular state the entire elec- 
toral vote, to divide the electoral 
vote by the same percentage shown 
m the election returns.

The Lodge-Fulbright pan 
would

sion plan is fair and just. It would 
make 
the Electoral College re- 


turns conform to the exact pop- 
ular vote, and would discourage 
two evils now threatening the pre- 
sent election system: 


1. The ever-present possibility 
(as has actually happened in Amer- 


(*7) ican history) that victories in a 


lew large 
electoral-vote 
states 


would give the presidency to a man 
who didn't quite get a plurality in 
the total national popular vote. 
In 1948 a switch of about 50,000 
popular votes might have given 
Dewey enough Electoral College 
votes to win the election—although 
he lost in the nation at large by 
2 million. 


2. Senator Fulbright explains No. 


2 evil in these words: 
"Militant 


minorities in the large key states 
might lose some of their political 
;J, effectiveness and all areas would 


have a more equal opportunity to 
be heard in the selection of the 
chief executive (by adoption of the 
Lodge-Fulbright plan)." 


And finally, the oasic idea of 


the Electoral College, 
remains 


undisturbed by this proposed re- 
form. For the right of every state 
to a flat two Electoral College 
votes regardless of its size, repre- 
senting the two United States sen- 
atorships, 
would be unchanged.
